Chief Judge Henderson Refuses Writs Of Habeas Corpus For Three Inmates Of State Penitentiary 


Chief Judge George Henderson 
has filed opinions in Allegany 
County 
Circuit 
Court 
refusing 
writs of habeas corpus for three 
inmates of the Maryland House 
of Correction. 
One opinion concerns the case 
of Ernest Calvin Leitch, who was 
sentenced to 18 months in the 
ji 
- rf Correction November 


IS, 
1956, by Trial Magistrate 
Robert E. Danmeyer in Anne 
Arundel County on false pretense 
charges under the “ Bad Check 
Act.” 
Judge Henderson writes that 
Leitch gives various reasons why 
he should have been found not 
guilty but does not explain why, 
it the magistrate did not accept 


his explanation, he did not ap­ 
peal to Circuit Court. 
The judge adds that the Mary­ 
land Court of Appeals has stated 
time and again that if errors are 
alleged to have been made in 
trial of cases, the proper remedy 
is appeal, not an application for 
a writ of habeas corpus. 
In his second opinion. Judge 


Henderson covered the identical 
cases of Robert Gardner Bowers 
and Robert Allen Amsley. who 
received a total of four-and-one- 
half years each in the House of 
Correction on two b u r g l a r y 
charges. 
Bowers and Amsley explain in 
their petitions that they were ar­ 
rested November 15, 
1956, at 


Hagerstown and were placed in 
custody in Washington County 
Jail without being taken before 
a justice of the peace or com­ 
mitting magistrate and without 
the formality of a preliminary 
hearing. 
Both 
were 
indicted 
by 
the 
Washington County Circuit Court 
grand jury November 16. 1956, 


and were sentenced on Novem­ 
ber 2,7, 1956. 
“ It may be — though I do not 
so decide — that the imprison­ 
ment on November 15 was ir­ 
regular. Even if that had been 
so, this irregularity was cured 
when on November 16 they were 
indicted by the grand .jury and 
served with a copy of the indict­ 
ment,” Judge Henderson wrote. 


“ It is not unusual for a suspect 
to be taken info custody for 
questioning . . . . 
“ If they believed that their con­ 
finement was illegal, or if they 
desired that they be released un­ 
der a bond, they had a right 
then and there before the Cir­ 
cuit Court to apply for a writ of 
habeas corpus. But they cannot 
al some later date and when they 


are cinfmed under a properly im­ 
posed sentence, claim that the 
otherwise valid legal sentence 
was invalid merely because of 
some irregularity in their arrest 
prior to the indictment,” Judge 
Henderson added. 
With the two opinions, Judge 
Henderson filed court orders re­ 
fusing the petitions for writ of 
habeas corpus.
